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SKIING IN SUNSHINE

Skiing in the Rocky Mountains has long been a 
Canadian tradition. Oftentimes we forget that our own 
country has some of the best skiing the world has to offer. 

To ski the Rockies, you can travel to either British 
Columbia or Alberta. One of my personal favourites is 
Sunshine Village in Banff National Park, Alberta. Sunshine 
is a ski village nestled high in the mountains near the town 
of Banff. Here, you can stay at a resort right on the ski hill 
with your window overlooking the ski runs and 
surrounding vistas. When you wake in the morning, your 
skis are waiting right outside your door, with the chair lift 
only 20 feet away! 

Rather than staying on the hill, another option is to 
book a room in Banff. Banff is a stunning town surrounded 
by mountains and rivers, it's an exciting and beautiful place 
to visit all year long. If you're looking to do a little shopping 
there are plenty of stores on the main street, including 
enough fudge and chocolate shops for me to consider 
making Banff my permanent home! If you chose to stay in 
Banff, Sunshine is only a 20-minute car ride away and then 
а 15 minute gondola ride up the mountain while looking 
over beautiful vistas. After a day of skiing, there's а ski out 
that takes you down the mountain back to the car park 
instead of taking the gondola back down. The ski out is an 
easy ski run with a gentle decline that winds smoothly 
down the mountain. This isn't a two minute ski run like 
those found here in La Riviere, Manitoba, the ski out allows 
you to leisurely ski down the mountain for 40 minutes 
straight! 


In Winnipeg, we sometimes boast (but more 
commonly complain) about having snow on the ground for 
six months of the year. In the Rockies, many of the ski 
villages have snow for at least eight months a year, 
meaning that skiing is open for almost eight months! Skiing 

opens in November and runs until the end of May. We 
thought we had a lot of snow this year, but Sunshine 
receives up to 9 metres each year, that's 30 feet of powdery 
snow! 


Although it receives a lot of snow, as its name 
would suggest, Sunshine receives a lot of sun as well. In 
Spring, as the snow melts away, wild flowers begin to 
encompass the land. The ski village is rapidly transformed 
into Sunshine meadows, rated the top one-day hike in 
Canada. 


Another thing sunshine is famous for is its Slush 
Cup that occurs each year at the end of May. For the event, 
employees create a huge pool of slush at the bottom of one 
of the ski runs using the run's melting snow. Hundreds of 
participants come dressed in crazy costumes and ski down 
the hill, straight into the pool of slush where they 
inevitably fall and become immersed in the freezing water. 
Thousands of spectators come out to watch the event 
unfold and see the awesome prizes that are awarded. Slush 
Cup is continually ranked as one of North America's best 
spring parties, but don't take their word for it, go check it 
out for yourself!

In honour of this issue’s theme of travel, I 
thought I'd offer some of my favourite 
travel/adventure movies that beautifully 
capture places unseen to many but give us 
the feeling of being there. Exploring places 
like the exotic landscape of India, the forests 
of Oregon, and even eras before we were 
born show that these movies have the power 
to transport us within their stories. 


1. Back to the Future (1985) 


The idea of travel usually lends itself to 
meaning travelling to different places, but 
the thought of time travel is just as 
intriguing. Back to the Future tells the story 
of teenager Marty McFly (Michael J. Fox) 
and his crazy friend, Dr. “Doc” Brown 
(Christopher Lloyd). Doc reveals his 
invention to Marty, a time machine that 
comes in the form of an enhanced DeLorean.

Boys dressed smart, wearing dress shirts and 
trousers to school; while the girls wore tea 
length skirts and had their hair curled at 
medium length. The adventure aspect of the 
movie is what keeps your attention, Marty 
spends a majority of the movie trying to 
ensure that his parents get together and he'll 
be born in the future. The task proves harder 
when Marty's mother, Lorraine (Lea 
Thompson) develops a crush on her son and 
Marty and Doc have to find enough energy 
to go back to the future. 


2. Stand By Me (1985) 


In 1959, four preteen friends, Gordie (Wil 
Wheaton), Chris (River Phoenix), Teddy 
(Corey Feldman), and Vern (Jerry 
O'Connell) decide to 
leave their small and 
quiet town of Castle 
Rock, Oregon to go 
search for a dead body 
in the middle of woods. 
Upon hearing the news 
of a missing kid who 
was supposedly struck 
by a train, the four 
head out to the woods 
in hopes of finding the 
body and being named 
local heroes. The 
journey doesn't come easy, as the gang 
experiences plenty of suspenseful moments 
including almost being struck by trains 
themselves, getting chased by a bloodthirsty 
hound, fighting off leeches, and a gang of 
older kids competing to find the body first. 
The scenes of the film 
put an emphasis on the 
nature of the town. 
Walking through the 
woods, we get a 

. glimpse of dark 
pathways and swamps, 
to contrast the outward 
aesthetic of good and 
peacefulness that 
Castle Rock gives off. 


Although not a film filled with action 
scenes, Stand by Me has moments of 
sincerity and emotion. The group becomes 
closer as friends by the end of the trip. 
Gordie deals with isolation from his parents 
after his brother's death, Chris fights with 
his reputation as a troublesome kid with no 
future, Teddy struggles with the town's 
perception of his mentally unstable dad, 
and Vern just wants to fit in and not be 
picked on. 


3. The Darjeeling Limited (2007) 


Set in India, The Darjeeling Limited, is the 
story of three brothers, Francis (Owen 


Wilson), Peter (Adrien Brody), 
and Jack (Jason Schwartzman) 
Whitman who have recently 
lost their father and are 
travelling by train to reunite 
with their 
estranged 
mother in the 
Himalayas. A 
majority of the 
film depicts 
their train ride 
through India, 
especially the 
rural areas. 
Francis's main 
goal on this trip 
is to become 
friends with his 
brothers again and have a 
spiritual experience while in 
India, taking in all the cultural 
landmarks. The brothers find 
themselves in a lot of difficult 
situations over the course of 
the journey: Francis dealing 
with the aftermath of his 
motorcycle accident, Peter not 
being ready to be a father, and 
Jack looking for love. In 
addition, they let a poisonous 
snake loose on the train and 
constantly self-medicate to deal 
with the problems in their 
lives. 


The Whitmans eventually find 
themselves kicked off the train, 
in the middle of rural India, and 
are forced to bond together. 
With the portrayal of the rural 
areas in India, comes a 
depiction of the way of life in 
these areas, a total contrast to 
the rich and privileged lives of 
the three brothers. But even 
though they seem to be fish out 
of water, the Whitmans quickly 
adapt to the culture, respecting 
their ceremonies and traditions.

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CANADIAN BATTLEFIELDS TRIP

How much do you know about 
Canada’s involvement in World War 1 
or World War 2? Maybe learning 
about war is something that doesn’t 
interest you - or maybe it’s your 
passion. Either way, the Canadian 
Battlefields Trip will give you 
experiences to completely change how 
you view Canada as a country, and war 
in general. 


This trip takes place over 
spring break, and this year there were 
only 6 of us that 
went, including 
myself. We toured 
Amsterdam, Ypres, 
northern France, 
Paris, and London 
over spring break. 
This trip is different 
from the regular 
Europe trip because 
it has a focus on the 
battlefields that 
Canadian soldiers 
fought at in both 
world wars. One of 
the most important 
parts of the trip is 
that Mr. Young, the 
teacher in charge of 
the trip, assigns you a Kelvin soldier to 
research. When you get over to 
Europe, you will stop at his gravesite 
and do a brief presentation about his 
time at Kelvin and his sacrifice during 
the war. This is an incredibly moving 
experience that really opens up your 
eyes to the individual sacrifices of war. 
It changes statistics into human beings, 
and will literally change how you view 
war and suffering. 


The trip wasn't all serious all 
the time though! Starting off in 


Amsterdam, we visited the Van Gogh 
museum, and even visited a Gouda 
cheese factory! From there we got onto 
the serious war activities, touring places 
like Passchendaele and Vimy Ridge. 
The museums we went to were some of 
the best I have ever experienced - 
Passchendaele has a recreation of the 
bunkers Allied forces had to live in, 
complete with sound effects, and 
stuffed rats. Even though I knew it was 
all just a recreation, knowing that 
soldiers had to live in those conditions, 
under that amount of stress and fear, 


for months on end was a stark 
realization. Standing at Vimy Ridge - 
the Canadian monument to the men 
who managed to capture the land 
during WW1 іп an amazing tactical feat 
— was one of my proudest moments as a 
Canadian. The monument is 
overwhelming, beautiful and stark 
simultaneously. It reminds you of the 
deep sacrifice of war (with the names 
of all the Canadian soldiers who died 
trying to capture the ridge engraved on 
it), but also makes you proud to be 


Canadian. We toured 
numerous Commonwealth 
war cemeteries to pay our 
respects to all those who died. 


After this solemn 
period we moved on to Paris, 
where we again had a 
fabulous time strolling the 
streets, tasting delicious food, 
and shopping the Champs 
Elysees! Paris is 
unbelievable- you have to go! 
We then travelled to London 
via a train that goes 
underneath the 
English Channel. 
Lucky for us, we 
were able to get 
tickets to see the 
musical “Wicked” 
while there. That 
turned into a great 
night, and we 
unanimously agreed 
that the show was 
unbelievable. 


The 
Canadian 
Battlefields trip is 
the perfect mix of 
serious 
remembrance, 
contemplation and relaxing 
fun.

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KELVIN SOLDIER PROFILE: CLIFFORD

For the Canadian Battlefields 
trip, I was assigned a soldier named 
Clifford Lloyd Miller to research and 
present about in Europe. Clifford was 
a Kelvin student, and died fighting 
overseas. I never could have imagined 
the impact learning his personal story 
would have on me. I even managed to 
contact his grandson - who never met 
him - and was able to look through an 
amazing collection of pictures, letters, 
and poems Clifford wrote while 
overseas. 


Clifford never graduated from 
Kelvin, but he went here in grade 10, 
and then went on to work for the 
Canadian National Railway. He was a 
hard working man, and when WW2 
started, he felt it was his duty to enlist, 
even though he was already 29, _ 
married and with a и“ 4 
daughter, and was not 
expected to go fight. 
Unfortunately, 
Clifford was killed in 
action on October 5", 
1944, in the campaign 
trying to clear the 
Scheldt Estuary so the 
port of Antwerp could 
be opened for Allied 
supplies to be brought 
to Europe. 


What amazed 
me the most about 
Clifford was how 
beautiful the poetry 
was that he wrote 
while in combat. It is 
clear that by participating in the war,

he realized the importance of 
citizenship, family, and living in a 
safe land. I've shared his poems 
here, but none of this can begin to 
truly encompass who Clifford 
was, and how great a loss it was 
for him to be killed in action. I 
highly recommend that you 
undertake a similar project at 
some time in your academic 
career, so you too can understand 
the importance of remembering 
the individual in history - not just 
important dates and individuals.
